- ALBANY, Jan. 19.—The introduction 
today of Assemblyman Hofstadter’s 
measure for the amendment of the 
State Constitution to extend .the bor- 
rowing ‘limit of New York City by. 
$300,000,000. for subway construction 
brought immediate opposition from the 
Citizens Union. The. measure was 
adopted by last year’s Legislature, but 
must be passed at the present session 
before it can be submitted to popular 
vote, 

Through its Secretary, R. BH. McGa- 
hen, tue Citizens Union ,attacked the 
proposal as the entering wedge of an, 
effort to nullify the policy of consti- 
tutionally limiting the debt-incurring 
powers of cities. 

The opposition was greeted with 
consi ble sympathy by Republican 
leaders, whose attitude is showing a 
growing coolness to Mayor Walker's 
Plan. =

“The question of the advisability of 
the proposal will be carefully consid- 
ered,” he said, ‘“‘and an. opportunity 
granted for all concerned to be heard.” 

Indications were that Senator Fearon 
of Onondaga, -who introduced the 
amendment again this year in the Sen- 


ate, and other Republicans were not 
enthusiastic over the measure. It was 
made plain that the Republicans would 
not pass the measure and submit it at 






the nexft-election simply because it was|- 


‘passed year. The ieaders want a 
‘definite exposition: of the New York 
City Administration’s transit plans. 

A hearing will be arranged before 
the Judiciary Committee in the Senate, 
and Mayor Walker and other city of- 
ficials, together with opponents of the 
plan, will be asked. to attend. 


The Citizens Union Statement. 


The statement of the Citizens Union 
follows: 

"1, The Constitution piaces a reason- 
able limitation upon the debt-incurring 
power -of cities for other than seif- 
sustaining improvements. ‘The policy 
is sound and in the best interest of 
the cities-as well as the State. It 
has never been suggested seriously 
that it be abandoned. The adoption of 
this amendment would be an entering 
wedge toward an ultimate nullification 
of the policy. 

“2. New York City’s investment in 
transit lines exceeds the amount of 
credit this amendment would’ make 
available. Were this investment self- 
sustaining and new construction made 
s0 as rapidly as possible, the frozen 
credit would be transformed into an 
active, revolving investment fund. as 
it should be. 

“3. The Legislature passed this 
amendment last year mainly because 
it expected New York City to do some- 
thing about transit. So far this some- 
thing has been limited to the letting 
of more contracts on a plan designed 
for Competition with the lines in 
which the city has its present un- 
profitable investment. The State De- 
partment of Public Service, Metropoli- 
tan. Division, is at work on a plan to 
make “this investment good, but the 
contract-letting goés merrily along in 
the opposite direction. 


Finds Lack of Cooperation. 


4. The City Board of Transporta- 
tion, which formulated the indepen- 
dent construction program under the 
Hylan régime, should be taking the 
initiative in bringing this construction 
plan into harmony with the it.

Provides the Sinews of War, 


An Official statement issued late to- 
night by the National Liberal Federa- 
tion described Lloyd George’s offer, as 
made at tonight’s meeting,.in the fol- 
lowing terms: 

“Lioyd George agreed forthwith to 
place in the hands of the Administra- 
tive Committee, free from any condi- 
tions, such capital sum as would en- 
able a full fighting line to be placed in 
the field at the next election. He 
further agreed that the whole of the 
necéssary expenses réquired by the 
committee for the work of Liberal 
headquarters in all its activities shoula 
be a first charge on-the income of the 
political fund. If insufficient, then a 


balance would be provided by Lioyd 
George from the body of the fund. 
With reference to-questions concerning: 
the Land and Nation League and in- 
dustrial inquiries [Lloyd George’s pet 
projects} Lloyd George pointed out 
that the policies involved were an ac- 
cepted part of the Liberal program. 
If any part of the expenses of these 
activities was borne by the income 
from his fund, it would only be as a 
second charge to the cost of head- 
quarters expenses.’’ 

A letter was read at the meeting 
from Vivian Phillipps, intimating that 
if the committee passed a resolution 
asking for his resignation he would 
vacate his office immediately. 


Resignations Called For. 

Lloyd George remained with the com- 
mittee more than an hour. After con- 
siderable discussion it was decided by 
a vote of sixteen to twelve that the 
members of the Organizing Committee 
should be asked to hand in their resig-

THREE DIE FROM GAS, 


Eleven Fatalities’ Reported Since 
Sunday in East Side District. 

One man and two Women died last 
night and a man was taken to Belle- 
vue Hospital as a result of inhaling 
gas in a tenement at 254 Avenue A. 
The thrée dead make a total of eleven 
persons killed by gas since last Sun- 
day night in the district between Hast 
Fourteenth Street and East Twenty- 
seventh Street, and between Fifth 
Avenue and the Hast River, according 
to the police of the Hast Twenty- 
second Street Station.

of Fort Worth was not placed on the 
stand today as a witness in his own: 
behalf at his trial for the murder of 
D. BH. Chipps, a Fort Worth lumber- 
man. Following a recess over yester- 
day, due to the temporary illness of 
Dr. Norris, the trial was résumed to- 
day, with the defense introducing 
further testimony designed to show 
the quarrelsome disposition of Chipps 
when under the influence of liquor and 
that he had threatened the life of the 
pastor. 


Testimony also was introduced for 
the purpose of impeaching the sto 
told on the stand by Mrs. Roxie 
Parker, star witness for the prosecu- 
tion, that she was an eyewitness to 
the firing of the first shot by Norris. 
Mrs. Laura Lena Cheek, former em- 
ployee of the department store owned 
by Mayor A. C, Meacham, testified 
that she overheard a ‘conversation be- 
tween Meacham and Chipps just out- 
side the store office of Mea two 


which the latter told Meacham he was 
“going over to stop Norris or kill him.” 

“Tf you need me, call me either here 
or there,” Meacham said when he 


shook hands with 5* on that oc- 
casion, according to the ung wo- 
man’s testimony. The “there” evi- 


dently meant, she said, the baseball 
park to which Mr. Meacham was go- 
ing that afternoon. 


Talked Over the Telephone. 
Annie Greer, telephone operator at 
the Westbrook Hotel, Fort Worth, tes- 
tified that on the day Chipps was 
killed she heard a telephone conver- 


sation between the murdered man and 
Mr. Meacham, and that about two 
hours later she heard Mr. Chipps call 
Dr. Norris at his study. Witness was 
not permitted to relate the conversa- 
tion between Chipps and Meacham, 
but she was allowed to testify that 
she heard Chipps tell Norris over the 
telephone that “it was none of his 
damn business who he was, but he 
was coming over to talk things over 
generally.’ 

Finally at tha instance of Norris 
as to the identity of his caller over 
the telephone, Chipps spelled out his 
name, . 

The defense sought to develop testi- 
mony that would identify the mysteri- 
ous object which was lying in a pool 
of blood in the anteroom of Norris’s 
office at the, time the first visitors 
to the room arrived there after the 
shooting. 

R. B. Ridgeway of Fort Worth, 
Deputy Game. Warden and member of 
Norris’s church and whose wife is an 
employe of the office force of the 
church, testified that he saw the ob- 
ject, but he could not describe it suf- 
ficiently to iden it. He did not 
say it was a pistol. ¢ 

Whatever this object may have been 
it ely disappeared. Ridgeway 
Hestified that he was sitting in an au- 
tomobile parked across the street and: 
just, opposite the stairway leading to 
Norris’s office when the shooting took 
Pine. He heard four shots. He kept 

eye on the stairway at all times as 
he got out of the car and went up the 
stairs, and he was positive that he 
passed no woman coming down the 
stairs°and saw no woman as he en- 
tered the anteroom and office immedi- 
ately after the shooting.

Nutt in the office or about the prem- 
ises.:Nutt was the star witness for the 
defense, his testimony being given as 
an eyewitness of the tragedy.

Missionaries Tell of Outrages.

HONGKONG, Jan, 19.—Thirty French, 
Spanish* and American ‘missionaries, 
refugees from Foochow, have arrived 
at Hongkong. They ascribe the out- 
rages there last week to an organized 
movement to expel the missionaries. 

It appears that student agitators 
started the story that Spanish mis- 
sionaries had gouged out the eyes of 
orphans in order to’ make - foreign 
“medicine and maltreated them in other 
ways. The missionaries permitted two. 
Chinese doctors, nominated by the 
students, to examine the children, but 
the students were not satisfied. 

On Thursday military officers visited 
the orphanage and expressed admira- 
tion-of the work and assured the mis- 
sionaries that there was no reason for 
anxiety, but next night.a mixed mob 
of soldiers, students and _ civilians 
raided’ the orphanage. With a dozen 
childrem the missionaries escaped by a 
secret exit. 

The refugees state that the students 
posted a notice on the orphanage door 
offering girls as wives at $3 each. 

Other missions were similarly treated 
and a general evacuation took place. 

The refugees. boarded the British 
steamer at Haiching, taking the chil- 
dren with them, but at Amoy several 
students who had secretly secured pas- 
sage revealed themselves, and, rein- 
forced by Amoy students, they de- 
manded that the children should be 
put:.ashore and incited the crew to 
strike. 

British, French and American con- 
suls went aboard the vessel and en- 
deavored to settle the matter but the 
students insisted and refused to allow 
any one to leave the ship unless the 
children were surrendered. Finally 
the missionaries gave way and al- 
lowed the students to take the children 
ashore. 

The ship then sailed for Hongkong, 
avoiding Swatow for fear of similar 
trouble.

English Paper in n Shanghai Thinks| 
Religious Workers’ Presence and 
Attitude Stirs Trouble.

PEKING, . Jan. 19.—The belief of 
some foreigners that the presence of 
the missionaries and their teachings 
and attitude toward Chinese national- 
ism conduce. toward inciting and ag- 
gravating the anti-fo movement, 
and that the residence of missionaries 
F oe xing now holds the powers 
strong action to handle’ 
the « siiuation. is expressed today by the 
leading British newspaper of Shang- 
hai, apropos of the manifesto issued 
by the Ghinese Christian body and 
a poster printed by the China National 
Christian Council. 
The editor declares that ‘the poster 
is “‘an inherently vicious piece of print-. 
ing and can only mean the bolstering 
of the anti-foreign movement by using 
the name of Christ.” He also ae. 
clares that the manifesto of the Chi- 
nese Christians is replete with un- 
truths and is aimed to exclude from 
China the missionaries who retain 
Western sympathies. 
This outburst, following the recent 
criticism of mission work in Oriental 
countries by Lord Inchcape, pointedly 
reveals the schism between the mis- 
sionaries’ and the laymen’s viewpoints 
and is certain to rouse bitterness. 
The general situation is less tense 
but the feeling here is that this is a 
temporary lull pending further drastic 
action by the Chinese Nationalists, un- 
less. staved off by firm action by 
the powers. _ The foreigners here who 
want strong naval and military action 
to uphold the status quo construe the 
present inaction as a device to gain 
time to withdraw people from the in- 
terior, and that when the evacuation 
is finished a firm policy will follow. 
That, however, is a conjecture with- 
out tangible evidence. It is also im- 
probable that complete evacuation is 
feasible, because many missionaries 
prefer to remain at their fs 
The hesitant attitude of the powers 
is probably because they are reluctant 
to embark on a policy of using force 
in China except as a Cenpérate last re- 
sort. 
The speech of the Japanese ‘Foreign 
Minister before the Diet is considered 
vague by observers here in.so far as it 
deals with the Chinese problem. The 
real meaning of Japan, it is believed 
here, is not to use force unless her 
position or her nationals are attacked 
directly, and it is felt that she will not 
be drawn in to save the face of other 
powers. 

The business class here is interested 
to see the results of the mandate order- 
ing the local Chinese officials. to col- 
lect. the new. maritime *** at 
Shanghai. _The question is .whether 
the foreign staff will obey thé order 
or refuse, and if it refuses what the 
Chinese will do. 

Strikes develop almost daily in the 
Shanghai district. . However, these 
seem unrelated to the broad political 
situation and solely due to local in- 
dustrial conditions, but they contain 
easily inflammable elements. 

Both the international and French 
concessions are being quietly put in a 
state of defense against mobs, but so 
far the surface is quiet. Foreigners 
remain uneasy, waiting word of the 
policies of the home Governments. 


BRITISH SEND MORE WARSHIPS 


1,000/Marines Are Also Mobilized 
for Service in China. A

LONDON, Jan. 19.—The British Gov- 
ernment has lost no time in putting 
into effect the decisions concerning 
China reached at Monday’s Cabinet 
meeting. The. cruisers Frobisher, 
Delhi, Dragon and Danae of the 
first cruiser squadron ieft Malta for 
China this morning, and one of the 
largest forces of British marines ever 
destined for service abroad is being 
assembled at Eastney Barracks at 
Portsmouth. This royal marine bat- 
talion, 1,000 strong, ‘is formed 
for service in China and embark 
not later than Saturday aboard - the 
troopship Zeeland. 

Detachments 300 strong arrived in 
full field dress from Chatham and 
Plymouth during the afternoon, It 
will_be the biggest ——— of royal 
marines ever sent from Eastney Bar- 
racks, exceeding by two or three hun- 
rded the number sent for the defense 
of Antwerp during the: great war. 

Meanwhile instructions have been 
sent to Councilor O’Malley, the Brit- 
ish diplomatic ‘representative at Han- 
kow, to lay before the Cantonese Gov- 
ernment a statement of the conces- 
sions which Great Britain is prepared 
to make in the event of negotiations

Is it because other powers 
are quite willing for Great Britain to 
take the. costly initiative, to remain 
thereby the chief object of Chinese 
hatred and suspicion, and to endure 
the sacrifices and odium of provoca- 
tive action, carrying with it the dan- 
ger of armed conflict? Or is it because 
they believe that a non-provocative 
policy is the wisest to pursue in the 
present situation? That this expedition 
will be regarded in China as provoca- 
tive action we cannot doubt, in spite 
of British assurances that it is an 
ordinary measure of precaution.”’ 


WASHINGTON SEES TEST NEAR. 


Believes It Will Come at Shanghai 
Before Many Days.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—With in- 
creasing evidence of a greater tide of 
anti-foreign sentiment rising in China 
there were indications today that of- 
ficials felt a test of the situation 


might be found in Shanghai before 
many days. The sweep of the Can- 
tonese armies toward that city where 
Americans are most numerous in 
China, it was hoped, would not pre- 
sent a situation requiring forceful 
measures by the United States in pro- 
tecting its nationals. 

Meanwhile the American policy 
‘toward China remains unchanged, with 
no indication that recognition will be 
extended to the Canton Government, 
regardless of what action Great 
Britain may take. 

If. London contemplates extending 

recognition to the Cantonese, it has 
not communicated its intentions to 
Washington; meanwhile the United 
States is continuing its recognition of 
the provisional, if shadowy, Govern- 
ment at Peking and giving its imme- 
diate concern to the safety of its na- 
tionals in China. 
Unless conditions become acute, there 
is every expectation that no move will 
be made by the State Department un- 
til after Secretary Kellogg has con- 
fered next month with Minister Mac- 
Murray, who left Peking yesterday for 
Washington to go over the entire situ- 
ation with the State Department. 

Moves in Congress for abrogation of 
existing treaties with China and set- 
ting up. of new diplomatic arrange- 
ments are not looked upon adversely 
by the State Department, which, in 
particular, views the resolution to that 
end of Chairman Porter of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee as intended 
to be helpful. 

If these moves will hasten the De- 
partment in its consideration of the 
entire question, however, it has ‘not 
been indicated. Rather, is there evi- 
dent a disposition to move with ex- 
treme caution.

OPERATORS CALL FOR 
CUT IN MINERS’ WAGES 


Plans- of Scale Committee in 
Central Fields Affect More 
Than 300,000 Men. 


TOLEDO; Ohio, Jan. 19 (#).—Mem- 
bers of the Wage Scale Committee of 
the central competitive field represent- 
ing coal mine’ operators of Ohio, Iilli- 
nois, Indiana and Western Pennsyl- 
vania, meeting here today, declared 
that miners wages‘in the district must 
be . continuously competitive with 
wages paid in West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky-non-union fields. 

The present wage agreement between 
operators and union miners .expires 
March 31. “Today’s meeting of opera- 
tors was called to decide on a definite 
‘wage proposal to be placed before the 
miners at a joint wage conference to 
be held Feb. 14. 

The present wage contract calls for 
$7.50 a day,with corresponding rates 
for tonnage men. The proposed com- 
petitive rate, which operators say is 
necessary for successful competition 
with the non-union fields of Kentucky 
and West Virginia, would result in re- 
duction in the present rate. * 
It was understood that the 6perators 
of Ohio and Pennsylvania were strong- 
ly in favor of the proposed competi- 
tive scale, and the action of the com- 
mittee in endorsing the proposal is 
taken as a victory for operators from 
those sections in securing the support 
of the Indiana and [Illinois mine 
owners. : 

The competitive scale will be a slid- 
ing rate based on wages paid in the 
non-union fields of West Virginia and 
Kentucky and. will be wabject | to re- 
vision periodically. 

No definite recommendation * the 
joint conference between the operators 
and representatives of the miners or- 
ganization was decided upcn but it 
was understood that Miami, Fila., 
which was the first choice, will be 
abandoned for some place nearer home.

The suit filed charged that the Board 
of Directors, through a system of al-

Richard L. O’Hara 
tried to address it: Voices from the 
floor accused the committee in charge 
of barring numerous members from 
the hall, including Vice President H. 
H. Broach of the International, who 
had preferred ‘the charges of corrup- 
tion’ against leaders in the local, It 
was asserted and denied that an in- 
junction had been*served on Broach 
at the door to- prevent his entrance, 
The service of papers upon Broach 
was explained by former Financial 
Secretary Charles J. Reed to be a 
step in an action he was’ instituting 
for libel, demanding $25,000 damages 
because of Broach’s accusation that he 
had diverted union funds. A commit- 
tee finally was instructed by the Chair 
to:go outside the hall and bring past 
a thin blue line of policemen guarding 
the entry any member who could show 
his union card. 


Broach and Bodyguard Admitted. 


Broach entered, at the head of a 
formidable bodyguard, to thunderous 
applause. .Thereafter sixteen of the 
seventeen ex-officers, led by ex-Presi- 
dent O’Hara, pleaded that they were 
innocent of the charges against them; 
that the charges were the result of 
malice, because they would not;accept 
Broach’s dictation in the affairs of the 
local, and that they had objected to 
going to Washington for trial by the 
international becauge such a trial 
would have been “packed’’ against 
them. 

Several charged they had been per- 
secuted and that their families had 
suffered from threats. One ex-officer, 
Frank E. O'Reilly, said he had risen 
from a sickbed against a. doctor’s 
orders to defend his name. He col- 
lapsed at the close of his address. Ex- 
Secretary Reed asked why Broach had 
not gone before the District Attorney. 
if the officers had been guilty as 
charged. 

Facing a house that- had been stirred 
to outbursts of sympathy for the ac- 
cused, Broach recited his discovery of 
conditions indicating wholesale graft, 
his gathering of affidavits from em- 
ployers and the submission of the evi- 
sence, i the Supreme Court last 
Dec. 


Tried to Keep It Out of Courts: 


“T tried to keep it out of the courts,” 
he said. “Such publicity hurts the 
unions. It never’ would have reached 


the courts nor the néwspapers had not 
these officers appealed to the courts 
for an injunction, thereby violating 
the law of the union not to appeal to 
the courts. until tried by union tri- 
bunals. I have not wanted to go to 
the District Attorney. I have refused 
to initiate action, even when urged to 
do so, because I have been sorry for 
the men involved, and because the 
union is big and strong enough to 
settle this matter itself.”’ 

Efforts by the ex-officials to: reply 
were interrupted by catcalls, booing 
and a fist fight, which calmer mem- 
bers broke up quickly. One member of 
the local finally obtained a hearing. 
He declared he intended to get the 
District Attorney to ‘prosecute any of 
the ex-officials against whom -legal 
evidence of wrongdoing could ‘be ob- 
tained, and told of conferences with 
Broach at which he said the Inter- 
national Vice President. had consented 
to aid him, 
A conference, he went on, had been 
arranged for yesterday, partly at the 
advice of the District Attorney’s office, 
with several contractors who had 
accused some of the union’s officers. 
No information concerning this could 
be obtained yesterday from the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office. —

secret undertakings.

—— support for all he had done, he 


M. Briand has got the leadership, and 
the rest of the Cabinet seemingly has 
He has won MM. Poincaré 
and Tardieu and even Louis Marin to 
his Locarno policy. 

The whole attack against him dur- 
ing the past few weeks, based on the 
fact that he is. bound to the evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland, crumbled before 
his repeated assertion that ‘‘diplomati- 
cally’’ the question of evacuating the 
Rhineland before the time limit laid 
down in the Treaty of Versailles never 
has been raised. Even then, he re- 
plied, evacuation depended on Ger- 
many, and to raise the question in 
France, he said, was ‘‘unpatriotic.” 

M. Briand’s peace policy has, while 
being surreptitiously attacked at home, 
received support from the Vatican of 
a kind which has given to it new 
encouragement and something of the 
character of a crusade. 


Italy Briand’s New Problem. 


He. has not Germany only to think, 
about now. The German problem is 
working itself out, helped greatly by | 


the influence of the Vatican on the 
German Centrists. He has also Italy 
to consider as a possible mfenace to 
peace. 

It is here that the Vatican has given 
valuable aid. The Pope, Cardinal 
Gasparri and Cardinal Cirretti, by re- 
cent actions and statements, have 
shown that the Papal Court has set its 
face steadily against all nationalist as- 
piration in Germany, in France,- and 
even in Italy, which would tend to 
endanger the stability of Europe. . 

To the policy of Locarno the al- 
ternative which is believed to present 
itself just now in Europe as possible 
and desired’ in*gome quarters is an 
alignment of Bolshevist Russia, Na- 
tionalist Germany-and Fascist Italy. 

It is against that possibility that the 
Vatican has thrown its influence on 
the side of those adhering to Locarno, 
and it:was-with the consciousness that 
all the big moral forces in Europe are 
on his side thati!M. Briand today faced 
what. at times was a querulous cross- 
questioning. 


Alsace Issue Raised. 


Alsace was among the issues raised. 
M. Briand answered that only those 
who were seeking to make real trouble 
in Alsace kept harping on the little 
difficulties which already are being 
smoothed out. Germany at Locarno 
settled that question, he said, and 
added that what Frenchmen had to 
do was to make Alsatians at home in 
France and not to sttir up trouble for 
party ends.

JAILED FOR FLOGGING ABBE. 


Menibers- of French “Order of Our 
Lady of Tears’ Are Also Fined. 
MELUN, Jan. 19 (#).—Ten members 

of the fanatical ‘“‘Order of Our Lady 
of Tears’? were sentenced by default 
today for flogging the Abbé des Noyers, 
parish priest at Bombon, a year ago 
and maltreating his servants.

Miami Agents Say Smugglers Killed 
Them From Fear of Detection. 
Spectal to The New York Times. 
MIAMI, Fia., Jan. 19.—United States 
border patrol agents stationed in Miami 
are authorities for a statement issued 
today that seventeen Chinese were 
slain by smugglers and their bodies 
thrown overboard from an alien smug- 

gling schooner. 

The alleged murders occurred off the 
west coast of Florida during the latter 
part of September, the agents said, and 
one man alleged to have been a mem- 
ber of the crew is in a Florida jail in- 
communicado. 

According to Patrolman Oscar Grice, 
who patrols the barren land south of 
Cape Florida to Cape Sable, an at- 
tempt was being made to smuggle in 
twenty from Havana. Off the 
southwest coast of Florida the smug- 
giers ‘believed they had been detected, 
and rather than risk interference at 
the hands of immigration officers the 
slaughtered the seventeen aliens wit. 
axes and threw their bodies overboard. 

Three others, according to -Grice, 
escaped from the boat and made shore. 
The trio showed ugly wounds and were 
given medical attention. From them 
the agents obtained the story of the 
murders. 

John C. Sheffield, supervising patrol 
agent, with headquarters in Miami, 
today confirmed -Grice’s statement and 
admitted that his agents had taken 
into custody. a man who he said is 
being held in confinement pending the 
arrest of three others believed to have 
been members of the crew. 

Mr. Sheffield refused to add any in- 
formation to the statement made by 
Grice, nor would he reveal the name of 
the -city in which one of the alleged 
slayers is being held. He explained 
that publicity crabby would interfere 
with expected early arrests.

‘MAN'S VERY LIFE,’ THEY SAY 
Cleveland Meeting Sets Farth Six 
Principles to Guide Rabbis 
and Congregations.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 19.—Liberal 
Jewry sounded a new note today when, 
through its leaders’ in the Union, of 
American Hebrew .Congregations, it 
enunciated a bill of rights for labor. 
It was the first time that Reform 
Judaism had eyer spoken its mind of- 
ficially on social justicé and when it 
did so today its voice represented 278 
congregations with more, than 56,000 
members, 

“Labor is a.man’s' very life, and 
constitutes his primary service to so- 
ciety,” the congregations declared, in 
one of the .six guiding principles 
adopted today. Human rights, they 
insisted, transcended’ tlt right of 
property. 

Two years ago, at its last convention, 
the union named a committee on social 
justice, headed by Rabbi Louis Wolsey 
of Philadelphia and including Henry 
Morgenthau and Dr. Lee K. Frankel 
of New York, Marcus Aaron and Rabbi 
Samuel H. Goldenson of Pittsburgh, 
Milford. Stern: of Detroit and Carl E. 
Pritz of Cincinnati. In submitting its 
report today the committee precipi- 
tated a Sea bets debate in which some 
of the ee Fi aonb of liberal 
Judaism participa’

- Text of the Six Principles. 


The result, after long arugment, was 
the adoption of the following six prin- 
ciples: 

“The recognition of the principle of 
mutual service through the perform- 
ance of economic function as of first 
importance to our social philosophy. 

“The recognition of the dignity of 
labor and the realization of society’s 
dependence mpon the efforts of the 
toiler. 


“That human rights take precedence 
over the rights of property. 

“That a man’s labor is his very life, 
and constitutes his primary service to 
society; it is-mot a commodity to be 
bought or sold in the market. 

“The recognition of the duty on the 
part of employer and employe alike to 
exercise in the adjustment of their 
own interests a due regard for the 
paramount rights of society. 

“The duty of the synagogue and its 
pulpit fo speak courageously on human 
rights as part of its prophetic func- 
‘tion.”’ 

It was also recommended that a de- 
partment of social action be made a 
part of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, to. secure. a consensus 
of opinion on industrial and economic 
questions, to study. them “from a 
Jewish point of view,’’ and to keep 
the synagogue informed as to develop- 
ments in the field of social justice. 
The Executive Board of the Union was 
also asked to make the Committee on 
Social Justice a permanent part of its 
organization. 

Assertions that liberal Judaism is 
regarded as a rich man’s religion, and 
that working people believe they are 
not wanted in Reform synagogues, pro- 
voked a‘storm of argument during the 
morning’s debate during which laymen 
and rabbis arose to defend their con- 
gregations.

He Tells of New Athletic. Council 
to Keep Sports Within Ideals 
of the Curriculum. 





PROVIDENCE, Jan. 19.—‘‘Much of 
the current criticism of football seems 
to amount simply to the statement that. 
the game is altogether too interesting 
to be tolerated. But America will 
never condemn any kind of work or 
play because it is of absorbing inter- 
est,’ said President W. H. P. Faunce 
of Brown University in his annual re- 
port to the Brown Corporation, made 
public tonight. Cs 

“To find out what are. the elements. 
of supreme interest to American youth 
and utilize those elements in the vari- 
ous ‘projects’ of the curriculum would 
be the part of wisdom,’’ President 
Faunce continued. ‘And to carry over 
the ideals of the curriculum into all 
outdoor sports, so that every, game 
shall develop intelligence and charac- 
ter—that is the path of progress. When 
all studies shall make clear appeal to 
the youthful love of adventure, and 
games ‘shall be used not for publicity, 
not for exploitation of a few students, 
but for the training and development 
of all, the present artificial antagonism 
of study and sport will quietly fade 
away.” 

President Faunce described briefly 
the history of athletic sports in college 
life, with reference to student contro! 
in the beginning and then alumni 
control. 

“To many alumni,” he said, 
sessed of excellent intentions but of no 
educational philosophy, the great aim 
of outdoor college sports seemed to be 
to make a Roman holiday, to create a 
spectacle, to gain publicity for the col- 
lege.and glorify alumni reunions. In

“Mr. Ford had an uncanny business 
judgment,” said Mr. Jewett, in dis- 
cussing the company, its car. and its 
management. He said that Mr. Ford 
was “in a class all by himself’ in the 
industry. 

Counsel for the appellants sought to 
show that Mr. Ford’s *4 of a single 
model, known as Model T, had been 
largely responsible for the phenomenal 

of the company. The witness 
said that placing the familiar model 
on the market had made the company 
“supreme in its field.”’ 


Plant Performed the “Impossible.” 


“Model T,” he said, ‘‘was in a class 
by itself. It was the cheapest car on 
the market and the best automobile 
dollar for dollar value in the industry, 
as it is today.”’ 

As further evidence of the fact that 
investors had every .reason to believe 
that the Ford growth in the years 
prior to 19138 would be surpassed in the 
years to follow, a fact which added 
to the value of the stock, Mr. Davies 
inquired as to the machine qualities, 
facilities and the sales organization of 
the company. Mr. Jewett said that the 
plants had been equipped with special 
machines, each designed to do one 
operation, and that plant capacity had 
gone to a point which other automo- 
bile makers had considered impossible 
at that time. - 

“The facilities of the company,” he 
said, ‘“‘were far in excess of other 
companies, and Mr. Ford’s idea to in- 
crease the efficiency of his plants and 
thus obtain greater economy in manu- 
facture, which he passed on to the 
public in lower prices, reacted wonder- 
fully in stimulating sales. Then, he 
had a wonderful sales organization. 
Owing to the demand for the cars, he 
was able to get the pick of the coun- 
try’s dealers, and his orders for cars 
went far ahead of actual production. 

Mr. Jewett praised Henry Ford for 
his share in opening the country up 
by putting in the hands of people who 
could not afford the higher priced 
cars @ means of rapid transportation. 
This ability to get Into towns or to 
visit each other, he said, had enabled 
farmers to increase their contribution 
to the general development of the na- 
tion. 


Ford Dominated Low-Price Field. 


“Mr. Ford dominated the low-price 
field,”” he testified, “and it was 
acknowledged among the automobile 
manufacturers, myself included, that 
to try to compete with Ford would 
be like going against a brick wall. As 
for the demand in the future, as one 
surveyed it from 1913, I think that 
the demand in the low-price field was 
simply incomprehensible. One would 
be crazy to have thought that the 
company in 1913 would go into the. fu- 
ture making fewer cars than they had 
in the past. Every time that Mr. Ford 
reduced the price of his car he opened 
up a new field.” 

In developing Mr. Jewett’s idea of 
the 1913 valuation, Mr. Davies put the 
second of two hypothetical questions, 
which for length had the 100 or so 
auditors in the small ballroom ,of the 
Hotel Statler gasping. The seeond 
question was more than twenty min- 
utes in the delivery.

Sinking Fund on Sound Basis. 

In reference to the sinking fund of' 
the Government on outstanding. bonds, 
which the Governor General found in 
a@ precarious condition in 1921, the re- 
port recalled that upon the recommen- 


“| dation of General ‘Wood the Legisla- 


ture had passed an act requiring the 
sinking fund investments to be in 
bonds of the United States or the 
Philippine Government, and said: 
“From an existing surplus the Gov- 
ernment was enabled during the year 


ing funds the securities not coming up 
to the new standard, to the value of 
$2,850,000.

Trade Recession from Last Year. 


“Imports for the year were $700,000 
less than the preceding year. The re- 
duction:'is more than accounted. for 
by the large home rice crop. It ts 
estimated that the rice crop for 1926 


éXceeded that of the preceding year 
by -more than 10 per cent. and the 
largest of which we have record. The 
effect was to reduce, as compared with

“Cotton and: its manufactures show 
an increase of $1,000,000, iron and steel

“Exports for 1926, as compared with 
the preceding year, show a decrease 
of $13,000,000, due almost entirely to 
the sugar exported. In the first nine 
months of the year the sugar exported 
was 285,000 long tons, compared with 
406,000 tons the preceding year. The 
decrease in value of sugar exported 
was $12,900,000.

that cattle on the Meaney farm were 
not being properly fed. The agents 
were ordered from the premises by 
Timothy Meaney, obtained a searc 
warrant and returned with State 
troopers. In the mélée that followed 
when the troopers and the agents were 
ordered off the farm James Meaney 
was shot by Trooper A. K. Larsen 
and the woman was slain. The troop- 
re say that the Meaneys fired on 
em. 

Sergeant Daniel J. Dunn, in admit- 
ting that the warrant charged a minor 
offense and did not justify action that 
might imperil the lives of the Meaneys. 
said the “complexion of the matter 
changed”’ when James Meaney threat- 
ened Trooper Larsen and resisted ar- 
rest. ‘The use of a shotgun by the 
Meaneys. he insisted, justified the 
action of the State troopers in using 
pistols, rifles and bombs: 

Sergeant William O'Neil said about 
100 shots were fired by the troopers, 
and they had a right to shoot back 
when their lives were threatened. He 
testified the Meaneys were called on 
to surrender and come out in the open, 
and their response was, ‘“We can’t, we 
are wounded; come in and get us.” 


Says He Spared Life of One Man. 


Trooper Charles Schwartz said he 
fired a shotgun loaded with buckshot 
at’ the curtain in the Meaney farm 
“to tear it down.”

Each troopér as he took the stand 
denied he struck Meaney or saw any 
other trooper assault him.

So far as one recital could do so last 
evening, he dispelled it, with results 
that delighted a larger audience than 
‘the one that:was’ present the previous 
evening. His playing disclosed the 
freshness and vitality of this music, 
its many-sided ‘expressiveness; and by 
its” identification with the spirit of 
Bach kept high the interest of the 
audience to the end, when he was 
called on to add more. The partita 
differs from the one Mr, Samuel played 
on Tuesday evening, being not one of 
its series) but standing alone. 

It- has. suggested. to some of the 
commentators an orchestral suite set 
for the harpsichord. The ‘French 
overture” implied in Bach’s time a 
slow and stately beginning, leading’ to 
a long and rapid fugued middle part; 
and a return to the slow movement for 
its. close; and it was called “French’’ 
because. it was the form Lully used 
in his operatic preludes. The suite of 
pieces that follows is.unusual in its 
make-up, and especially in closing, in- 
stead of with the gigue, with a piece 
called an “Echo.” In this Bach plays 
with one of the favorite musical de- 
vices of the eighteenth century and 
earlier. / 

The harpsichord could not make the 
crescendos and diminuendos or the 
metrical accent in a phrase that are 
among the chief modern means of mu- 
sical expression; but it could, on its 
two keyboards, differently registrated, 
make sharp contrasts of soft and loud. 
This is what Bach does here in the 
manner of an echo; though, as the 
wise men point out, not a regular or 
mechanical way. . The acoustic spe- 
cialist would have difficulty in ex- 
Plaining such an echo, which is more 
musically interesting than most echoes 
provided by nature, being often a va- 
riation of what it, echoes and some- 
times even going into a different pitch. 

The three preludes and fugues from 
the “Forty-eight” suggested in their 
contrasts the infinite variety of that 
treasure house of music; and the last 
in A flat, given with a certain charac- 
teristic hard brilliancy, seemed derived 
from an especially unfamiliar side of 
Bach’s ‘art. In the French suite in E 
he adds four movements to the usual 
components of that form, with a corre- 
sponding increase of. the scintillating 
facets of its charm. 

There was evident delight in all Mr. 
Samuel’s exposition of this music, 
which was so entirely to the greater 
glory of Bach and so little to that of 
the pianist. It is not surprising that 
the interest in what he offers grows 
by what it feeds on.

Mozart’s Early Opera Buffa. 
The production by the Intimate Opera 
Company at the Mayfair Theatre of 
Mozart’s early opera buffa, ‘‘La finta 


Giardiniera,”’ is to be commended’ for 
its choice: of subject and the spirited 
and intelligent nature of its interpreta- 
tion. The production does not advance 
famous singers of long repute in the 
principal. parts. These are taken by 
young and earnest. proponents with 
varying vocai equipment but with zeal 
and aptitude for their tasks, and a 
freshness of spirit appropriate to the 
music. The orchestra directed by 
Macklin Marrow is composed of good 
players: who provide a lively instru- 
mental ensemble. There is the artifi- 
ciality of scenery and of acting, which 
this piece demands, and it is well suit- 
ed to a small theatre. 2 

‘It has been stated that the score of 
“La. finta Giardiniera” was ‘‘discov- 
ered’? by a member of the Intimate 
Opera Company in the New York Pub- 
lic Library. Why ‘‘discovered’’? This 
score has been published these many 
years. The opera, composed at the be- 
hest of the Elector of Bavaria and per- 
formed at a Munich public festival in 
1875, was popular for some time in Ger- 
many. The original version has disap- 
peared, but the piece, originally in 
Italian, was revised and performed in 
a German version in 1778—the version 
upon which the present production is 
based. The complete edition of Mo- 
zart’s works contains this opera; it is 
duly catalogued by Kochel and has 
been available for many years. for 
whomsoever chose to produce it. It 
has also been the subject of painstak- 
ing examination by students of Mozart. 
No less is the credit to the ‘‘discov- 
erer’ of this score for his curiosity 
and initiative in putting the piece on 
the stage, “probably for the first time: 
in America. There are no publish 
data to prove the contrary, and no-evi- 
dence has been turned in up to date to 
refute this claim. . 

The textual version of the present 
production, which is singable and rea- 
sonably amusing, considering the char- 
acter of the story and the material 
-the English librettist had to work 
with, is the accomplishment of Harri- 
son Dowd. The plot proceeds through: 
many -philanderings, imbroglios and 
confusions, te a happy ending which 
unites pairs of lovers in a manner all 
for the best in the best of possible 
worlds.’ The music has the melodic 
beauty and youthfulness which. were 
always qualities of Mozart, even when 
he had become a giant among com- 
posers, even when he had many so 
rows and life had become anythi 
but a cheerful journey. Notable, too, 
is the amazing musical facility of one 
of the greatest of ail musical geniuses,. 
due in part to the miraculous ease of 
Mozart’s musical speech and in part 
to the prodigious technic which he

We shall before ‘long have to recon- 
sider the whole subject of the war 
debts. Mr. Wangunrc thinks it hard to 
understand why the United States 
Government is so unwilling to face 
this question. The réasons are ‘partly 
diplomatic, partly political, partly fi- 
nancial. First of all, it is desirable 
that the debt settlement with France 
be ratified. Anything which should 
interfere with that: would be unfortu- 
nate, “After that is out of the way, 
the pressure of everits, the course of 
foreign’ trade, the trend of interna- 
‘tional finance may be -counted upon 
to do their educational work with the 
American people and bring about 
‘slowly that. change of mind without 
which there cannot ‘well be a change 
of national policy.

UNANIMOUS DISSENT. 

The rules of the United States Senate 
are a wonderful production of the 
human intellect. Their reason, or un- 
reason, was never more vividly. illus- 
trated than last Monday. - As every- 


| body must know by this time, business 


in the Senate can be transacted only 
by unanimous consent. There. was a 
great desire on the day mentioned to 
have’ the calendar called, on which 
were a‘ great many private bills of 
special interest. to their *Senatorial 
backers, so that everybody seemed to 
be happy when at last the Republican 
leader, Senator Curtis of Kansas, ob- 
tained unanimous consent to proceed 
to the call of “ unobjected bills” on 
the calendar. A great rush of minor 
but. rapid legislation was looked for. 

Then an unexpected and surprising 
thing happened. Senator Bruce of 
Maryland proceeded to object to every 
bill as it was called up by title. Unani- 
mous consent being necessary, no bill 
could be passed, and each one laid 
before the Senate had to be put back 
onthe calendar. ‘Senator Brucs#-at 
last served notice that he would not 
allow any bill to pass that day. The 
reason which he gave was that he had 
been vainly trying for some weeks to 
get the Senate to consider a bill favor- 
ably reported in»Congress after Con- 
gress dealing with the French Spolia- 
tion Claims. As thése had been pend- 
ing for rather more than a hundred 
years, he thought it. high time they 
shovid be disposed of: But as the 
Senate.would not consider his bill, he 
had resolved to permit no other bill to 
be taken up under the call of the cal- 
endar and stubbornly persisted in his 
attitude of fatal objection, Finally Sen- 
ator WatsH of Massachusetts executed 
a flank movement by moving to take 
up.the very bill which Senator Bruce 
had demanded that the Senate consider 
and vote upon. - But by that time suf- 
ficient resentment had been roused to 
induce Senator Wauras of Ohio to ob- 
ject even to ‘that. So the process of no 
legislation by unanimous dissent went 
on to the very end of the session. 

Just before it closed Senator Waps- 
WORTH quietly asked Senator Brucs to 
explain the course which he had. pur- 
sued. The latter declared that he was 
perfectly willing to do this. He 
asserted it to be his dpiniop that 
“when things had come to such a pass 
“in a legislative body that a hearing is 
“not allowed in relation to a measure 
“after such a long lapse of time as 
“three years, I think a Senator is jus- 
“tified in resorting to any measures, 
“howevér extreme.” Senator Waps- 
worRTH inquired if the Maryland Sena- 
tor would be content if his bill were 
called up and then voted down. . En- 
tirely. so, said Mr,.Brucs. “I should 

“acquiesce with the utmost cheer- 
a fulness. “All that he’ insisted upon 
was that his bill should not be indefi- 
nitely burk@d. So long as it was, “he 
stood ready to burke every other bill 
of the kind. Of: course, he gained 
nothing by the day’s proceedings in 
the. Senate, unless it were to show 
what a set of fetters the Senate had 
forged for itself and then given them 
the name of rules. %

THE INCREASING COOPERATIVES. 


A summary of the growth of the 
cooperative movement among the 
farmers of this country between 1915 
and 1925 has recently been published 
by the Department of Agriculture. It 
shows not only a marked increase in 
membership, in the number of coop- 
erative associations and in the volume 
of business-done, but a distinct trend 
eastward in the whole movement. 
Both in 1915 and 1925 the associations 
engaged in marketing grain formed 
the most important group. Their busi- 
ness increased 159 per cent. during. 
this period and the membership 211 
per cent. Other associations, such as 
those of the dairymen and fruit grow-) 
ers, likewise showed an astonishing 
growth. The greatest “increase in 
number of associations. was in Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin; Illinois, Indiana~and 
Ohio, with New York ahd Pennsyl- 
vania following close behind. 

Of special local interest .is the 
growth of the farmers’ cooperative 
associations marketing dairy products. 
Membership increased 229 per cent. 
during this decade and the volume of 
business handled more than 500 per 
cent. Much of tiis is due to the suc- 
cess of the cooperative movement in 
and about New York State. Progress 
has been slow, however,. owing to the 
inherent atism of the Eastern 
farmers. Only in recent years has the 
necessity of combining to fight the 
domination of the middlemen and dis- 
tributers forced the farmers to depart 
from their old ways. Other factors, 
such as the influence of the agricul- 
tural schools and the farm bureaus, 
have helped .to rouse interest in 
newer agricultural methods among the 
younger farmers, They have. wel- 
¢comed studies of the Danish coopera- 
tives and of the other farmers’ coop- 
erative associations in this country, 
of which those of the fruit growers, 
the tobacco growers, the cotton grow- 
ers and the grain farmers have been 
the most important. 

One of the most thorough students 
of rural conditions.in New York, Pro- 
fessor James Micke, WuitiiaMs of 
Hobart College, has brought out in 
two.volumes, “Our Rural Heritage” 
and “The Expahsion of Rural . Life,” 
the physical and psychological causes 
of the farmer’s intense individualism 
and the manner in which that old 
spirit has been slowly changing. In- 
dividualism, he points out, remains 
today the greatest obstacle to fhe 
progress of the cooperative movement, 
The old suspicion that a neighbor or 
a dealer will “get the better”. of the 
farmer has made him go slowly. The | 
farmer has.always been more inter- 
ested in production than in marketing. | 
He'is only beginning to understand | 
that cooperative marketing has advan- | 
tages over the old haphazard system, 
and that his entire farm business must 
be managed’ with an‘eye on. market 
prices.. The trend is clear and the 
movement faster than had been’ be- 
lieved possible ten years ago. But the 
true significance of cooperation is still 
to be realized by the community at 
large as well as by the farmers. It 
is a new force in American economic 
and political life, implying the ulti- 
mate organization of farmers into ef- ’ 
feetive groups,

—* faith -in voluntary censorship, 

, “We don’t ‘want a political cen- 
ao if it can be avoided.” The actors' 
association, which binds its members 
to obey the rulings of the play jury, 
says, “Equity is still of the opinion 
“that the play jury is the best solu- 
“tion of the problem.” Mr. BaNnTon 
approves it. He has had experience 
with its procedure and with. that of 
prosecution through the courts, and 
the comparison he makes favors the 
continuation of the present method. “It 
is reasonable to suppose that twelve 
men and women, high-minded, repre- 
sentative of the best ideals of this 
city, capable of exercising good taste 
and sound judgment, will be better 
able to satisfy the requirements: of 
ceisorship than the average petit 
jury. If such a play jury refuses, by 
a vote of 8 to 4, to convict, it is most 
unlikely that the jury in a criminal 
court will convict. 

Since actors, producers and many 
others closely concerned are heartily 
for the play’ jury system, some. way 
should- be. found of perfecting it. A 
public lack of cooperation has made 
its working less than completely . ef- 
ficient. Not only must patrons of the 
theatre record their complaints at the 
District Attorney’s office. They must 
regard a call to serve on the jury as 
a part of their civic duty: They need 
not be frightened by the threats. of 
imminent State censorship, for in the 
Governor’s message, only two weeks 
ago, he declared himself opposed to 
the present censorship of motion: pic- 
tures, and added, “To my mind there 
“seems to be no more reason’ for it 
“than for censorship of books; of ‘the 
“ press’or of the spoken drama.” But 
this discriminating attitude does not 
relieve the private citizen of his obli- 
gations. It is his part to support the 
sanity of the Goyernor’s point of view 
by conscientious work on the ma- 
chinery which will eventually clean 
up the theatre and at the same time 
eliminate the talk of a State censor- 
ship,

The Land Mexico City state that 
the tension .with the 
United States is much 
relieved, and that the 
Mexican Government is now hoping 
that before long the “preliminary ne- 
gotiations” for arbitration may begin.

It. might seem that, 
with the issues already.-sharply . de- 
fined, our nard-driving and business- 
like diplomats at Washington could 
speedily arrange the terms of a Mexi- | 
can arbitration, But this is to overlook 
the leisurely habit. or mind which 
seems to have become second. nature 
with most Latin Americans.

LONG ISLAND TRAINS LONGER 


‘Transit Commission Reports an Im- 
provement in Service. 


According to the Transit Commis- 
sion, the Long Island Railroad has 
materially improved its service as a re- 
sult.of the commission’s order of Dec. 
14 insisting that the compnay increase 
the number of cars on all trains show- 
ing overloads, aecording to the figures 
filed with the commission, and a fur- 
ther betterment of service may be 
looked for within the year when the 
company puts. into operation 114 new 
steel cars which it has ordered. 

The commission checked up on the 
railroad on Jan. 10, 11, 12 and 13. It 
found that the number of trains ar- 
riving at the Pennsylvania Station 
carrying standees and consisting of 
less than the maximum number of 
cars per train, had been reduced from 
twenty-two to seven trains as a result 
of the order.. The number of trains 
leaving the station under similar con- 
ditions had been reduced from thirty- 
three to: nineteen. The: number of 
trains leaving the Flatbush Avenue 
station, with fewer than the maximum 
number. of cars, yet with standing pas- 
sengers, had been reduced from. ten to 
thtee, and the number of overloaded 
tfains leaving that station Had been 
reduced from seven to three. 

The commission says it believes «the 
improvement has been brought about 
largely by a redistribution of cars and 
not from the addition to the number 
of cars in service.

The police were told that Miss Clark 
had been at the Haddon Hall from 
May 10 to Jan. 10, when she left for 
Washington on the 1:55 P. M. train on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. They also 
learned that Miss Clark had. an ac- 
count with the Monongahela Bank at 
Pittsburgh. 

Two representatives of the hotel will 
tome here tomorrow to try to identify 
the body. Miss Clark was described 
as a woman of refinement. She gave 
her forwarding address as the Hotel 
Mayflower, Washington, D. C. At 
that hotel it was learned that Miss 
Clark had checked out on Jan. 11. 
Her baggage, which had.been shipped 
from Atlantic City under checks 35,314 
and 35,315, was reshipped to New York 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad under 
checks 229,929 and 229,930... The name 
of the shipper was given as ‘‘Mary S. 
Carey’ when last the trunks were 


shipped. 

While’ they believe the body to be 
that of Miss Clark, the local police can 
offer no explanation of her presence in 
Cape May.

Seek Two Missing Men. 


According to information given to the 
police, an automobile was at a spot 
opposite the place where the body was 
found and was driven away at high 
speed.

Coroner Willigm M. Thompson of 
Cape May. County discounts the sug- 
gestion that ‘Miss Clark may have 
fallen from a pier Into ‘the ocean at 
Atlantic City and that her body might 
have been washed down by the tides 
to Cape May. He.said that her body 
was found on the beach at a point 
which the highest tides do not reach. 
Furthermore, her clothing was not 
wet. He said that several persons had 
volunteered the information that they 
‘saw a small sedan driven to the spot 
where the body was found on Satur- 
day night. It was too dark to see the 
license number, The Coroner said an 
autopsy would be performed on the 
body probably tomorrow. 

The.local. authorities were notified 
from Pittsburgh that Jéseph P. Fisher 
Jr. of that city believed the body to be 
that of Miss Clark, his second cousin, 
whom he had not seen in eight. years.

“It suggests,”” Mr. Hutchinson de- 
clares, referring to Professor Ripley’s 
plan for the cooperating stockholders’ 
committees, ‘‘by' inference that. the 
stockholders ought not to trust their 
directors.

Swetland representing the reorganiza- 
tion managers. 

Before and after the sale minority in- 
terests known as the Jameson Commit- 
tee, héaded by Edwin C. Jameson of 
New York and represented by Nathan 
L. Miller of New York and Weymouth 
Kirkland of Chicago, from time to 
time appeared befane Judge Wilkerson

Judge Wilkerson touched upon the 
status of the junior bondholders in this 
group in the following language: 

“Provisions of the reorganization plan 
affecting the respective properties of 
all persons and all corporations inter- 
ested in the railway and its property 
are equitable and the reorganization 
plan contains an equitable and timely 
offer of participation in the reorgani- 
zation thereby proposed.’’

Judge Wilkerson’s decree provides 
that if Congress at this session enacts 
pending legislation to fund at low in- 
terest the St. Paul’s debt of $55,000,000 
to. the Government, a modification of 
the present reorganization plan must 
be made.
